WITH RIGHTS POR MINORITIES."

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B. REPLACE THE LAST PARA ("RHODESIA IS AT THE CORE OP THE 
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PROBLEMS...") WITH THE FOLLOWING: 

"RHODESIA IS THE FOCAL POINT OF THE URGENT ISSUES 
THAT BESET SOUTHERN AFRICA TODAY. THE UNITED STATES IS 
WHOLLY COMMITTED TO HELPING BRING ABOUT A SPEEDY AND JUST 
SOLUTION TO THE RHODESIAN PROBLEM. ESSENTIAL TO THIS 
ARE A RAPID TRANSITION TO MAJORITY RULE AND PROVISIONS 
TO ENSURE MINORITY RIGHTS. 

"WHITE RHODESIANS MUST NOT DELUDE THEMSELVES: THEY 
ARE BECOMING INCREASINGLY ISOLATED AND VULNERABLE TO THE 
PERIL THAT FACES THEM IF THEY PERSIST IN BELIEVING THEY 
CAN PREVAIL IN A MILITARY STRUGGLE. FOR THEIR OWN WELL- 
BEING, AND THE WELL-BEING OF THEIR CHILDREN, THEY SHOULD 
NOT ALLOW THEMSELVES TO BE MISGUIDED BY THE MYTH THAT 
THEY CAN WIN, OR THE MYTH THAT SOMEHOW OTHERS WILL COME 
TO THEIR AID. THEY ARE ALONE IN THEIR FUTILE STRUGGLE 
TO REMAIN DOMINANT IN RHODESIA. THE LONGER THEY PERSIST
